In Mid-June 


Appropriations Bill 
Is Major Item on 
Business Agenda 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P )-O hio's 
lawmakers have their eyes on a 
mid - June target date for winding 
up working sessions of the 104th 
General Assembly. They hope to 
call it quits June 15 or 16. 
Much of the success of winding 
up the stretch drive on time de­ 
pends upon the ability of the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee to com­ 
plete its action on the $2,040.(XX),OOO 
appropriations bill to cover costs 
of running the state for the next 
two years. 
Senate Finance Chairman Wil­ 
liam H. Deddens, R-Hamilton, has 
schedulei 
five 
hearings on the 
House-approved 
budget bill 
this 
week—one tonight, two Tuesday 
and 
two 
Wednesday. 
Hearings 
were started last week in the Sen­ 
ate. 
If Deddens and his committee 
can 
complete 
their 
surgery 
on 
Democratic Gov. Michael V. Di- 
Salle’s budget by June 6 or 7, 
plans for winding up the assem ­ 
bly’s work IO days later probably 
can be realized. 
The legislature then would re­ 
convene about July 5 to consider 
any vetoes and take final adjourn­ 
ment. 
But, meantime, the lawmakers 
have a lot of work to do. In order 
to provide more time for com mit­ 
tee hearings each Thursday, the 
Senate will 
meet 
at 1:30 p. rn., 
EST. rather an l l a m., thereby 
lengthening the legislative week 
by 2 Vs hours. Later the House may 
follow 
suit 
and 
the 
legislators 
probably will meet on Fridays, 
too. 
C o m m i t t e e s have schedul­ 
ed scores of bills for hearings dvir- 
ing the week. In many instances, 
committees have scheduled hear­ 
ings on bills already approved by 
one House. In another week or so, 
almost all bills behind will have 
been passed by one House and bills 
which have been passed by neither 
House will practically be relegat­ 
ed to the ash can.

must give up its huge stock hold­ 
ings in General Motors Corp. 
The court ruled on a Justice 
D epartm ent appeal from a deci 
sion by U.S. Dist. Judge Walter 
J. La Buy in Chicago. La Buy 
found Du Pont’s surrender of its 
voting power in GM would be suf­ 
ficient to meet the antitrust laws. 
The Justice D epartm ent appeal 
insisted Du Pont should be re­ 
quired to dispose outright of Its 
63 million shares of stock in GM. 
The shares are valued at more 
than $2 5 billion. 
Justice Brennan 
delivered the 
court’s majority opinion. Justice 
F ra n k fu r te r wrote a dissenting 
opinion which Justices Whittaker 
and Stewart joined. 
Justices Clark and Harlan took 
no part in the case. Thus the vote 
was 4 3. 
Justice Brennan’s opinion said 
that the court’s majority thought 
“ the public is entitled to the surer 
cleaner remedy of divestiture. 
“ The same result would follow 
even if we were in doubt. For 
it is 
well-settled 
that 
o n c e 
the government has successfully 
borne the considerable burden of 
establishing a violation of law, all 
doubts as to the rem edy are to 
be resolved in its (the govern 
m ent’s) favor,” he added. 
Brennan said the court m ajor­ 
ity 
felt that “ this 
already 
pro 
tracted litigation should be con 
eluded as soon as possible ” 
“To that end,” he said, “we 
direct the District Court (in Chi 
cago) on receipt of our mandate 
to enter an order requiring Du 
Pont to file within 60 days a pro­ 
posed 
judgement 
providing 
for 
complete divestiture of its Gen 
eral Motors stock, to commence 
within 90 days, and to be com­ 
pleted within not to exceed IO 
years, of the effective date of the 
District Court’s judgem ent.” 
Frankfurter said in his 44 page 
dissent 
opinion 
that 
Judge 
La 
Buy “ has fashioned a closely knit 
network of provisions to prevent 
preferential 
dealings 
between 
General Motors and Du Pont.” 
He noted that La Buy was cer­ 
tain divestitute of the GM stock 
by Du Pont would

The prices of both Du Pont and 
General Motors dropped sharply 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
on the news.

Traffic Fatal 


To 25 Persons

More people were killed on Ohio 
highways in the last 54 hours than 
in any other weekend this year. 
In fact, it was one of the W'orst 
ever traffic tolls for a non-holiday 
weekend in the state. 
At least 25 persons were killed 
on streets and highways in the 
tabulating period covered by The 
Associated Press—from 6 p.m. F ri­ 
day to midnight Sunday. 
Two accidents took four lives 
apiece, two accidents took three 
lives 
apiece. 
And 
two 
crashes 
each killed two persons. However, 
one victim in one of the quadruple 
fatals died early Monday morning, 
after 
the 
tabulation

The over all fatality toll — at 
least 29—also was the highest for 
any weekend this year. Included 
were two deaths by drowning, one

In eight of the fatal traffic acci­ 
dents, claiming 13 lives, at least 
one of the drivers involved was 
between 16 and 24 years old.

Dr. Milton Werbell, president of 
the Podiatry Society, New York 
State, sides with A m erica’s h i g h 
fashion shoe designers. “ Nothing 
is wrong with the long, slender 
shoe, including the pointed toe,” 
he says, “ because it allows for the 
long, pointed second toe th a t’s the 
shape of the 
typical 
A m erican 
foot.” 
A m erican pioneer of the square- 
toed shoe, designer David F.vin, 
argues that “ if pointed toed shoes 
hurt a w o m an ’s 
feet, 
so 
would 
square toed, and even round-toed 
shoes." 
T he secret to w-here those toes 
go is that they stay where exactly 
th e y ’ve 
alw ays been 
inside 
the 
shoe. Those fancy toe designs are 
sim ply built onto the shoe sole 
beyond w here the round toed shoe 
usually ended. 
Alan O m steen, president of Del- 
m an shoes, likens his co m pany ’s 
new fall style (which is more oval 
than square toed) to shoulder pads 
in a suit. “ That toe has nothing 
to do with the fit . . .just an e x ­ 
tension of the line w lich becom es 
d ecorative.” 
No Bare Toes 


‘ Open toed shoes are really the 
most com fo rtab le,” sighs designer 
Bess Levine who has also blunted 
off her shoe points for fall. “ But 
you c a n ’t get w om en to w ear them 
now that they are not in vogue.” 


Mrs. 
Levine 
who 
was 
once 


a shoe model, 
is 
designing 
the 


heels high on square-toed shoes for 
fall “ because a w o m an's legs are 
m ore attractive th at w ay .” 


But most other 
designers 
are 
partial to lower heels in the future 
“ Heels too high can cause a bad 
fit,” explains Evin, “ The law of 
gravity plunges h e r foot further 
into her shoe than it is supposed to 
go, especially if the back of her 
foot is very narrow .

M ONTEREY, Calif. — For once, 
civilian experts have to agree that 
the Army way of doing som ething 
is better. 
Proof of this is in the more than 
1.000 civilian educators from all 
over the world flocking each year 
here to the U. S. A rm y’s Language 
School to learn how they can adopt 
m ilitary teaching m ethods for pub­ 
lic school foreign language train­ 
ing. 
This interest in a foreign lan­ 
guages highlights a growing trend 
toward 
more 
em phasis 
in 
this 
field in Am erican schools. Across 
the country, say educators, the 
teaching of foreign languages in 
our secondary schools 
is up at 
lea st one-quarter in the last three 
years. They predict that by 1963 
m ore than three tim es as many 
high school students w ill be study­ 
ing foreign languages as there are 
today. 
Tn the face of such growth — to­ 
gether with the increasing aw are­ 
n ess of the 
average 
man-in-the- 
street that com m unication 
on 
a 
com m on and understandable level 
betw een the peoples of all I 
is a vital step toward lasting peace 
— public school 
indifference to 
language teaching is fast disap­ 
pearing. 
Disappearing, too. are the old­ 
fashioned gram m ar book methods 
of teaching a foreign tongue. 
“ Our 
methods 
in 
many 
in­ 
stances, cannot be transferred di­ 
rectly to a public school’s curricu­ 
la ,” says Col. Jam es Lawton Col­ 
lins Jr.. com m andant of the Lan­ 
guage School. “ How ever, their 
principles can.” 
B asically, at the Army Language 
School, where there now are 2.000 
m ilitary students studying 28 dif­ 
ferent tongues, language is taught 
as a spoken form. 
Reading 
and 
w riting are not ignored. They are, 
how ever, 
secondary 
objectives. 
T hey are not introduced until the 
students acquire adequate pronun­ 
ciation and a structural grasp of 
the second tongue. In this way he 
is able to read in term s of the for­ 
eign sound, not those of his native 
E nglish. 
The Army school’s methods of 
teaching foreign speech is center­ 
ed in actual conversation. Classes 
are lim ited to eight students with 
each instructor — som ething not 
practical in public school teaching 
— and everbodv gets into the act. 
R eal situations are set up. Stud­ 
ents play the role of w aiters, pas­ 
sengers, policem en and others. 
E ffective, too, are individual is­ 
olation booths w here students, all

At the Arm y Language Scnool, 
G erm an and Rom ance tongues are 
covered in six month courses and 
Rom anian in nine.

They are divided into three mut- 
tualiy integrated phases: pronunc­ 
iation, structure and application. 


One thing stressed at the Army 
Language School is the ability of 
a student 
to talk approxim ately 
like a native of the land w hose ton­ 
gue he's studying.

repeat sounds with proper gestur­ 
es. stress and intonation.

British East Afri- j 
ca, have a rare opportunity: Ser- j 
engeti, one of the world’s finest 
gam e preserves, is only one hour 
away by East African Airways’ 
excursion flight. 
Each Sunday, 
visitors 
board 
DC - 3s at 8.30 a. rn. for a smooth 
flight complete with refreshments. 
One hour later p a s s e n g e r s 
disembark at 
Serengeti Airstrip, 
where a game warden of the Tang­ 
anyika National Park conducts vis­ 
itors in safari vehicles through a 
100-mile journey to excellent gam e 
country. 
At lunch time airline stew ardes­ 
ses present passengers with a pic­ 
nic meal prior to continuance of 
the safari. 
The return trip to Nairobi at 5 
p. rn. includes tea 
and refresh­ 
ments aboard the plane. All - in­ 
clusive cast is about $24 per p er­ 
son. 
Once a passenger has left his 
plane at Serengeti, there’s a thrill 
a moment. For one thing, it is pos­ 
sible to photograph lions close­ 


up. Leopards, normally shy noc­ 
turnal creatures, willing by pose 
on three branches for enthusiastic 
cameramen. 
No hunting may be done here for 
Serengeti is a national park. As­ 
sish , it joins with IO gam e reserv­ 
es in Tanganyika in which all wild 
life is completely protected. Even 
vermin cannot be killed or captur­ 
ed. 
The 4,450 square miles making 
up Serengeti National Park are a 
vast area where visitors may see, 
study and photograph wild life in 
its natural habitat. 
Facilities are provided to enable 
visitors to spend an enjoyable hol­ 
iday at Seronera Lodge, in the 
heart of the most famous lion coun­ 
try in the world. There are also 
furnished cabins, guides and auto­ 
mobiles for rent. 
In the park, the northern border 
of w'hich rubs shoulders with Ken­ 
ya, the visitors is confronted with 
panoram as of vast herds of plains 
game. Within an hour or two it is 
possible to see 10,000 wildebeest, 
hartebeest, zebra, gazelle, topi and 
land. 
Prides of as many as 20 lions 
may move through a nearby bush. 
A majestic, black-maned lion laz­ 
ing in the sun is not uncommon. 
In the more wooded areas of Ser­ 
engeti, buffalo roam in herds some 
times numbering in the hundreds. 
And on the granite outcrops of the 
Kopjes, which spring from the roll­ 
ing parkland and acacia savann­ 
ahs, visitors m ay he entertained 
by the colorful Klinspringer — a 
small buck with outsized hooves 
developed for rock climbing. 
Rhino, elephant and the oribi — 
a miniature antelope — are com ­ 
mon. Leopards and cheetah may 
be found here, too. 
Few places on earth 
have 
so 
much to offer to the tourist. Great 
indeed is this opportunity for any­ 
one visiting Nairobi. For one of the 
world’s most unusual attractions 
is available to all, an hour away 
by comfortable com mercial a i r- 
craft. 


Mine Union Hit 
By Judgment 


Anti-Trust Action 
W on by Small Firm 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn (AP)—Tn a 
case which may make legal his­ 
tory. 
a 
federal 
court jury has 
ruled the United Mine Workers 
Union violated *he Sherman anti­ 
trust act. 
It was the first time, as far as 
lawyers in the suit have been able 
to determine, that a labor union 
has been adjudged guilty of anti­ 
trust 
violations 
on 
a 
national 
scale. 
The 
jury 
awarded 
Friday 
a 
$90,000 judgment to a small east 
Tennessee coal mine firm which 
had 
brought 
the 
civil 
action 
against the powerful union and ; 
the trustees of its welfare fund. J 
Under antitrust laws, the judg­ 
ment is automatically tripled to 
$270,000. 
Phillips 
Brothers Coal Co . 
a 
now defunct partnership, sued the 
union 
and 
the 
fund’s 
trustees 
charging 
they 
conspired 
with 
large coal producers to monop­ 
olize the soft coal industrv and 
force small firms out of business. 
The firm said the alleged con­ 
spiracy began in 1950 and was 
carried out through the 1950 bitu­ 
minous coal w^age agreement, still 
the industry's basic contract. 
While labor unions normally are 
exempt from antitrust laws, as 
Judge Robert L. Taylor put it in 
his charge to the jury, “ if a union 
aids 
and 
abets 
businesses 
and 
firm s” in attempting to restrain 
trade, the union comes under the 
jurisdiction of the statutes. 
The jury, after 21 2 days of de­ 
liberating, ruled both defendants 
conspired to monopolize the In­ 
dustry and restrain trade, d a m ­ 
aging Phillips. The ease went to 
the jury Wednesday following a 
month-long trial. 
UMW attorneys said they wrould 
file a motion asking the court to 
set aside the ju ry ’s verdict and 
direct a verdict in favor of the 
union and the welfare fund, 
lf 
the motionis 
denied 
th e 
attor­ 
neys said they would appeal. 
The case stem s from an acPon 
filed by the trustees against Phil­ 
lips seeking $56,000 in back wel­ 
fare fund royalty payments. Un­ 
der the union contract, mines are 
required to pay 40 cents per ton 
of coal produced to the fund. 
Phillips crossfiled, naming both 
the union and trustees, charging 
that the royalties were excessive 
more than the firm ’s profits and 
designed to force small m iners 
out of business.
